The present reissue application, U.S. Application No, 09/881 ,645, is a broadening reissue 
application of previously issued U.S. Patent No. 5,912,925 (Application No. 08/696,812) 
(^issued patent") granted June 15, 1999, entitled "Diversity Circuit for Magnetic Communication 
System." In the present reissue application, Claims 8-98 were added by preliminary amendment 
filed with the application on June 14, 2001 . Claims 99-1 13 were presented by supplemental 
preliminary amendment filed on November 13, 2001. Claims 1 14-117 were added by 
amendment filed on November 25, 2002, and Claims 1 1 8-122 were added by amendment filed 
on May 8,2003. 

An error occurred in the issued patent of not prosecuting method claims. Method claims, 
Claims 8-53, and 99-113, were added by way of the aforementioned preliminary amendments, 
and another method claim, Claim 122, was added by amendment filed May 8, 2003. Note that 
Claim 8 was later canceled by amendment on November 25, 2003. 

Additionally, an error occurred in the issued patent in which the Applicants claimed less 
than they had the right to claim. In view of this error, system claims, Claims 54-64, and system 
claims, Clai ms 65-98 and 114-1 21, which are broader than claims 1-7 of the issued patent, were 
added in the broadening reissue application by way of the aforementioned preliminary 
amendments and the amendment filed on May 8, 2003. "Note that Claims 54-86, and 1 18 were 
canceled in an amendment filed on February 8, 2005, 

In particular, with respect to Applicants' claiming less than they had the right to claim in 
the issued patent, independent claims 1 and 4 of the issued patent included a first 
transmission/reception coil and a plurality of second transmission/reception coils. Independent 
claim 87 of the reissue application, for example, includes multiple uniquely oriented receiver 
transducers corresponding to the plurality of second transmission/reception coils of the issued 
patent, but does not also include a transducer corresponding to the first transmission/reception 
coil of claim 1 of the issued patent. Independent system claims 54 and 72 as originally presented 
were similarly broader than the claims of the issued patent. Independent claims 65 and 1 1 8 as 
originally presented included fewer limitations but for other reasons, such as not requiring "a 
modulator circuit," as recited in independent claims 1 and 4 of the issued patent. 

in accordance with the foregoing, Applicants believe that claims 1 and 4 of the issued 
patent included unnecessary limitations.
